The United States has appealed 
to 30 nations, including Russia, to 
intervene with the Chinese Com- 
munists in behalf of the imprisoned 
American consul general, Angus 
Ward. 


The state department announced 


that Secretary Acheson sent out 
messages Friday night asking the 
other governments "as a matter of 
urgency" to express to the Com- 
munist authorities at Peiping their 
"concern" over the jailing of Ward 
and four members of his staff. 


Ward and the others were jailed 


October 24. 


The state department said that 


even today other American staff 
members at Mukden are still un- 
able to get permission to visit 
Ward. 


Acheson made his appeal after 


the .repeated protests to the top 
Chinese Communist o f f i c i a l s , 
through American consular repre- 
sentatives at Peiping, had been 
ignored. 


There has been a mounting cry 


in this country for some action— 
including demands that the United 
States use force against the Com- 
munists. 


Yesterday, Senator Knowland 


(R-Calif) said in a Formosa news 
conference thas he had radioed 
Preskent Truman, demanding a 
blockade of the Chinese Commu- 
nist coast if the Reds fail quickly 
to release Ward.

In the Family 


Wasfiington, Nov. 21—(AP)— 


A call to the world for restoration 
of "the virtues and practices of 
guaranteeing family stability and 
peace" went out today from the 


Catholic hierarchy of the 


United States. 


In a joint statement, more than 


150 bishops, archbishops and car- 
dinals said the stability of family 
ife is threatened by "countless 
acts and agencies" and faces "a 
sresent danger more fearsome than 
the atom bomb." 


The statement was issued at the 


;lose of the annual meeting here 
of the Catholic board of bishops, 
whose membership includes the 
four United States cardinals. 


Worldly practices which are 


tending to disrupt home life, the 
bishops said, include: widespread 
prevalance of divorce and multi- 
ple marriages, planned parenthood 
'by use of unnatural and morally 
degrading means," and inadequate 
legislation for "suitable housing, 
decent material facilities, security 
in income and prospects."

Reed, Skridla 
Murder Lead 
Proves a Dud 


Another of a long series of in- 


vestigations into the murders of 
Mary Jane Reed, 18, of Oregon, and 
Stanley D. Skridla, 28, of Kock- 
ford, on the night of June 25, 1948, 
terminated unsuccessfully, it was 
divulged today by Chief Deputy 
Sheriff Willard Burright of Ogle 
county. The latest suspect was re- 
turned from Chicago Saturday 
after submitting to a lie detector 
test, ending an investigation which 
has been under way for about two 
months, the deputy stated. 


"It was one of the best leads we 


have had on which we have spent 
a great deal of time,'' Deputy Bur- 
right told a Dixon Evening Tele- 
graph reporter. 
He added that 


several persons had been question- 
ed during that time and that final- 
ly, the suspect, an Oregon resident, 
consented to submit to the lie de- 
tector test late last week and was 
taken to Chicago where the test 
resulted in a negative finding, 


Convict Questioned 


Burright said that in the 18- 


month period more than 150 per- 
sons who had been brought under 
suspicion had been questioned, and 
several of these had submitted tc 
the lie detector test without suc- 
cess. He also stated that he had 
spent two days at tl^e Joliet state 
penitentiary, where <jrith Warden 
Ragen, they had questioned a con- 
vict for several hours, but failed 
in their investigation.

The Skridla-Reed murder was 


one of a series which occurred in 
Ogle county in a period of about 
100 days, none of which have been 
solved. The Dixon Evening Tele- 
graph launched a reward of $500 
for the solution of the double mur- 
der, and a like sum was added by 
an Oregon merchant. 
The Ogle 


county board of supervisors voted 
an increase to the reward fund, 
but later withdrew the offer.

Watch "50 Elections for '52 Clues 


In 1950 New York, California and Pennsylvania, the 


three most populous states, will each elect a governor and a 
senator. These contests not only will furnish important 
cfues to presidential 1952; they may furnish some of the can- 
didates for the White House. 


This years' election results were hardly cold when James 


Roosevelt, eldest son of the late President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, announced his candidacy for the California governor- 
ship. He is bedding chiefly for the Democratic nomination, 
but under California's strange cross-filing system he will also 
put his name in on the Republican side. 


If Gov. Earl Warren, the Republican incumbent, seeks a 


third term the west coast battle may be hard fought As 
the defeated GOP nominee for vice president in 1948, War- 
ren suffered a set back in prestige. But he has rebuilt his 
strength in his home state and must be regarded as a presi- 
dential possibility unless he decides to leave politics. 


Another Roosevelt, Franklin D. Jr., may figure in the 


New York governorship race. Now in congress after a highly 
successful vote-getting campaign last spring the younger 
Roosevelt is being widely discussed as-- a likely Democratic 
choice for the berth now held by Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. 


Dewey's plans are veiled in doubt. Most political ob- 


servers viewed the defeat of Sen. John Foster Dulles in New 
York as a personal setback for Dewey. Dulles was Dewey's 
own choice and the governor campaigned for him vigorously. 
Had Dulles won, it was generally believed Dewey would have 
considered himself on the comeback trail toward a possible 
third straight nomination for the presidency. Now it is not 
even certain whether he will try again for the governorship. 


As for Pennsylvania, Republican Gov. James Duff does 


not plan to seek re-election. Beyond that prospect, nothing 
much can be said about the contest there. Once a GOP bas- 
tion. Pennsylvania today is one of the hottest political bat- 
tlegrounds in the country. It shifts allegiance with surpris- 
ing suddenness. Whoever its 1950 gubernatorial candidates 
are, the race will be tough. 


The senatorial races in these three states are shaping up 


slowly and little presidential timber is in sight. Reps. Rus- 
sel M, Nixon, Republican, and Helen Gahagan Douglas, Dem- 
ocrat, have announced for the senate in California. 
Sen. 


Francis J. Myers, Democrat, will seek re-election in Pennsyl- 
vania, and newly elected Herbert H. Lehman may go after a 
full term in New York. The former Democratic governor 
won Dulles' senate post for one year. No other candidates 
are avowed. 


Ohio, also high on the nation's population roll, will offer 


the biggest senatorial match and the one likeliest of all to 
produce a presidential prospect. Here Sen. Robert A. Taft, 
twice a GOP candidate for the White House, will be fighting 
for re-election against a determined labor opposition that has 
not yet found its candidate. 


Should Taft win his third successive senate term, he 


would undoubtedly be high on the GOP card of presidential 
possibilities for 1952. 


So it appears certain that many bright presidential hopes 


may be nourished or crushed by the impending 1950 strug- 
gles in our three biggest states—plus crucial Ohio.

have requested congress to call a convention to start amending the 
constitution to limit the income tax to 25 per cent.

How to Deal With Joliet Toughs 


On Tuesday two employes of the Borden company drove into Joliet 


to deliver milk to a store. BORDENS had not previously sold in the 
territory. The drivers were met by Thomas O. Floyd, a business agent 
of the teamsters' union in the city, who was accompanied by two car- 
loads of goons. 


Floyd ordered the Borden men to get out of town, which they did, 


and threatened them with violence if they returned. His objection, 
he said, was to the sale of milk in half gallon containers. Actually, he 
was trying to prevent store sales of milk. Another Borden employe 
was threatened on the streets of Joliet and told that only union drivers 
were permitted to solicit business in the city. 


Floyd and his brother, Virgil, boss of the Joliet teamsters, are 


rough characters. A few years ago Virgil attempted to force a num- 
ber of filling station owners to pay dues to the union, which obviously 
could do them too good, by refusing them^uiion deliveries of gasoline. 
People in Joliet seem to be afraid of him. 


It is an outrage that any individual or company should be pre- 


vented from offering lawful merchandise by threats of violence di- 
rected against employes or customers. So far as we could learn from 
search of the Illinois statutes, this state has no law specifically making 
it a crime to do what Floyd did. The reason we have no such law 
probably is that none is needed. 


The Borden company has a clear right to sell in Joliet. The only 


way Floyd can prevent them doing so is to use violence. If he uses 
violence he can and should be put in jail. If the Joliet police and the 
sheriff of Will county fail to put him there they can and should be put 
in jail, too. 


That, it develops, is the exact position the Borden company has 


taken. It sent its delivery men back on Wednesday and demanded 
and got police protection for them. Joliet authorities are on warning 
now. 
If the Floyds indulge in violence the local law enforcement 


agencies will be responsible for its occurrence. 


We don't need and the legislature shouldn't waste time passing 


laws to assure people the right to do what it is their legal right to do 
without any law. Any one who denies them these rights becomes a 
lawbreaker and enforcement officers who fail to deal with such a crimi- 
nal become criminals themselves.—Chicago Tribune.

Supreme Court 
Tables Appeal by 
Gerhart Eisler 


Washington, Nov. 21—(AP)— 


The Supreme court today tossed 
out an appeal by Gerhart Eisler, 
the Communist leader who jumped 
bail and fled the country while the 
justices were considering his case. 


Eisler appealed to the court from 


a contempt of congress conviction. 
He sat in the court chamber while 
lawyers debated his case earlier 
this year, but stowed away on a 
Polish ship last May and fled to 
England, and then to Germany, 
before a decision was reached. 


The court puzzled for a month 


over what to do in such a unique 
circumstance. Finally the justices 
voted 5 to 4 to put the case in a 
sort of suspended status. It was 
taken off the docket, but tech- 
nically remained before the court. 


Recently, Solicitor General Philip 


B. Perlman suggested that the 
whole business be thrown out of 
court. Perlman noted that Eisler 
has taken public office in the 
Soviet zone of Germany and shows 
no signs of ever returning here. 
He urged that the appeal which 
had been granted Eisler should 
now be finally dismissed.

The youngsters, ranging 
m age from six to 12 years, had 
been so undernourished that they 
had been threatened with tuber- 
culosis. 
All 55 children were to

18 Survivors of B-29 Crash 
Think of Steak, Folks, Room 


By JAMES STK£B1G 


Hamilton, Bermuda, Nov. 21— 


(AP)—Beefsteak, families, insur- 
ance and "move over and give me 
a little room"— 


That's what survivors of the 


ditched B-29 said they thought 
about during 79 "miserable" hours 
on two six-man life rafts in heavy 
Atlantic swell north of Bermuda. 


The 18 survivors—four of them 


on stretchers—arrived here 
yes- 


terday afternoon aboard the Ca- 
nadian destroyer Haida. The ship 
picked them up Saturday after- 
noon after a U. S. Air Force B- 
17 sighted them about 400 miles 
northeast of Bermuda. 


Two Drowned 


Two of the 20-man crew drown- 


ed before they could get through 
the heavy swells to the two lit- 
tle rafts. 
One of the 18 survivors 


was suffering considerably 
from 


shock. 


But 14 of the bruised and salt- 


caked airmen 
walked 
unaided 


from the crashboats that brought 


them to the shore from the de- 
stroyer. 
They grinned 
at 
the 


wildly cheering 
hundreds 
who 


watched them transfer to ambu- 
lances that took them 
to 
the 


Kindlcy air base hospital here. 


Most of the men were consid- 


ered in good condition. Some had 
suffered sprains. 
Some had salt 


water sores. 
But the majority 


seemed fairly fit. 


The plane's commander and pi- 


lot, Lt. Col. John Grable of March 
Field Air Base, Calif., said the 
church was to be a first stop 
ashore for most of the rescued 
airmen. 


May Celebrate 


''Then maybe we will celebrate 


a bit," Grable added. 


Grable said "no one turned evan- 


gelist'1 during- the long, wet wait, 
"but we all thought a lot and 
prayed \ve would be picked up." 


The pilot said after the plane's 


radio navigation equipment failed 
Wednesday morning, "We hunted 
for the island (Bermuda) under 


every cloud we saw, but had no' 
luck. It was pretty overcast." 


With their fuel almost out, "we 


jettisoned everything 
we 
could 


and prepared for ditching." 


When the big bomber hit the 


water, the tail broke off, taking 
one of the three life rafts aboard 
down with it. The fuselage turned 
nose down in less than a minute. 


The men on the rafts lived on 


emergency rations, mostly hard 
candy. 
When they were picked 


up, they had one day's supply 
left. 
Thirst was no problem be- 


cause they drank rain water from 
frequent showers. They also had 
equipment to purify the salty sea 
water. 


Grable said he caught one fish, 


a two-foot yellow tail. But it got 
| away when he tried to land it. 
It was the nearest 
the 
group 


came to getting their food from 
the sea. 


One of the crowded rafts cap- 


sized twice but everyone got back 
aboard. 
' 


Grable said he felt sure they 


would be picked up because he 
realized planes and ships were' 
looking for them. 
Several times 


they heard planes pass over and 
twice they saw ships. When they 


tried to paddle toward one of 
them, heavy swells kept 
them 


from making any progress. 


Saw Planes 


"We began to feel the hopeless- 


ness of our position when we saw 
planes overhead but they kept 
circling without seeing us," said 
Tech. Sgt. William Johnson, of 
Beverly Hills, Calif. 


"The morale of the men was 


excellent," said Staff Sgt. John 
J. Harris, 
Braddock, 
Pa., 
the 


plane's engineer. "Everyone got 
along fine." 


When the B-17 finally found 


the rafts, it dropped the survivors 
a lifeboat by parachute. The res- 
cue plane crew said by then some 
of the survivors were so weaken- 
ed, it took them 45 minutes to 
traiisfer from the life rafts to the 
boat. 


The captain of the rescuing de- 


stroyer, Lt. Comdr. Edward T. G. 
Madg-wick, of Ottawa, said waves 
50 to 60 feet high were tossing the 
lifeboat as he brought the Haida 
alongside. 
The waves 
were so 


high, he said, the men stepped or 
were handed across the destroy- 
er's forward deck without using 
a ladder. 


The men. said Lt. Comdr. AJ- 


fred A. H. Kcrley of Victoria, B. 
C., seemed pretty 
dazed 
when 


they were picked up. 
On their 


arrival here, Sgt. Roy Coulter, 
46, Beverly Hills, Calif., was ruled 
not in shape to talk to reporters. 
Lying quiet and unsmiling on his 
stretcher, he was reported suffer- 
ing considerable shock. 


The two men lost 
were Cpl. 


Raymond Breit, 
32, 
Arlington, 


Calif., who received a severe head 
injury from the wrecked plane's 
girders, and Pvt. Robert Dobson, 
19, Decatur, 111., who was unable 
to swim through the swells. Lt. 
Col. 
Grable said the heavy seas 


prevented 
the 
other survivors 


from reaching them. 


Five other airmen died during 


the huge search for the plane 
'crew when their own B-29, tak- 
! ing off from MacDill Field, Fla., 
to join in the search, crashed at 
the edge of Tampa Bay.

ed in two weeks—resulted in an
